Byrd Daulton, of Winchester, Ohio, Is

When Byrd 10. Daulton .aged 33 
years, a farmer residing about one 
mile east of Winchester. O., near the 
Elk Run trestle, was run over by an 
eaatbound N. & W. passenger train hlB 
body literally was cut to pieces and 
the various chunks of flesh and bone 
scattered along the tracks for a dis 
tance of 200 yards, a trail of his life 
blood following along the rails. 

The man's face was crushed out of 
all resemblance, and the victim of the 
frightful tragedy was identified 
through his watch which was picked 
up along the side of the track and by 
grocery slips he carried. 

How Mr. Daulton came to be lying 
on the railroad track is a matter of 
speculation. He had been in Winches 
ter that evening and had purchased 
some groceries, which he carried in 
basket. He was thought to be under 
the influence of some kind of intoxi 
cant before he left town, and 5-ouncc 
bottle of lemon extract was found, un- 
broken in one of his coat pockets 
picked up along the track where it 
had been cast aside as It was cut from 
his body by the car wheels. He had 
left Winchester about one hour be- 
fore train run, and may have fallen 
across the tracks in a stupor while on 
his way home, the backet of groceries 
pitching to one side of the track. He 
also is said to have been affected with 
heart disease.

Recent stock dividends which he said 
had been declared by two of the larg- 
est concerns using Burley tobacco 
were pointed to in a statement issued 
by John W Newman, president of the 
Burley Tobacco Growers' Association, 
as evidence that tobacco manufactur- 
ers could well afford to pay prices for 
the 192U crop that would compare fa- 
vorably with the high prices of recent 
years. He declared that if prices that 
would yyield the cost of production 
plus a fair profit were not forthcom- 
ing when the Burley markets open 
January 3 the growers "stand ready- 
to 1 make strenuous efforts to curtail 
next year's acreage.'' 

Mr. Xewnian this week has been 
pushing organisation work In the Bur- 
ley counties and In one instance as- 
sisted in the organization of an associ- 
ation that has among Its members 
farmers from the Green River or dark 
tobacco district. This latter organ'za- 
tion was formed In Hardin county. He 
also is assisting the farmers of Da- 
viess ftOUBtV in the work of organising 
to hold the dark tobacco crop \intil 
prices which farmers say will prove 
profitable are obtained. Meantime the 
association officials, assisted by H P. 
Bryant, of Charleston. W, Va.. Vnit- 
ed States Crop Statistician for Ken- 
tucky and West Virginia, are taking 
a mail census of the sizo and cost of 
the 1921 crop. It is hoped to complete 
this by December 20. 

"The growers arc rapidly organiz- 
ing for self-protection." said Mr. NVw- 
m:in in his statement, "and they are 
not going to be satisfied with any 
price that does not pay cost of pro- 
duction and a reasonable profit. This 
would indicate that nothing short of 
a general average of 30 to 40 cents 
will satlsfv the growers." 

"The lobbacco situation in the Bur- 
ley district Is still confused. The 
growers are rapidly organizing for 
self-orotecUon. When tthc markets 
open on January 3 the grower is not 
going to be satisfied with any price 
that does not pay the cost of produc- 
tion and a reasonable profit. This 
would indicate that nothing* short of a 
general average of 30 to 40 cents a 
pound will satisfy the grower. 

"On the other hand, the indications 
are that the manufacturer will Insist 
upon buying the present crop of Bur- 
ley at a figure that will mean an ac- 
tual loss to the grower. The prices 
paid in the Carolinas, Virginia, Ow- 
ensboro and on the Louisville markets 
are at the lowest point in the last five 
years. Most of the tobacco sold re- 
cently has been around half the cost 
of production. 

"Probably 80 per cent, of the to- 
bacco sold so far this year hi 
for foreign consumption. 

"The Burley situation is peculiar in 
that more than 80 per cent, of this 
type of tobacco is manufactured in 
this country'- Most of the Burley to- 
bacco goes into domestic consumption. 
The Burley grower will have the sym- 
pathy of the public and will be sus- 
tained in the fight by public opinion 
when it is shown clearly that the price 
for the manufactured package of to- 
bacco in no case bus declined from 
war prices, and there are no Indica- 
tions of any such decline, while at the 
same time the. manufacturer Is de- 
manding that the farmer accept near 
a fifty per cent, loss in the cost of pro- 
duction. 

"The 200 per cent, stock dividend 
recently declared by the R. J. Reyn- 
olds Company and 75 per cent, stock 
dividend declared by the American 
Tobacco Company out of profits made 
In recent years on high priced tobac- 
co, is pointed to by the growers as 
evidence that the manufacturers have 
not suffered from high prices of raw- 
materials during the last few years 

"The Burley Tobacco Growers' As- 
sociation Is determined to protest a 
reduction In the prices of their pro- 
duct, while the manufacturers main- 
tain the nrlces received from the con- 
sumer. The grower maintains that the 
increase In the production of raw ma- 
terial has not outstripped the increase 
In the consumption of the manufac- 
tured tobacco. They will rely upon 
the force of public opinion to Justify 
them in their stand for the cost of pro- 
duction and a reasonable profit. They 
stafid ready to make a strenuous ef- 
fort to curtail next year's acreage If 
the markets open below this figure. 
They say that the manufacturers may, 
like Sampson, pull down the temple 
upon themselves. Raw material must 
he had out of which to make the man- 
ufactured package. The responsibility 
for any curtailment by the growM-i 
will be placed upon the manufacturer.

Honest and Conscientious Public i Chlef of Pollce mrry A ' 0rl and 
Servant All Will Patrolman P. Ryan about supper time 

Friday arrested three strangers on 
Market street as suspects in an al- 
leged automobile theft in Cincinnati.

The former Secretary of State also 
announced that he had found himself 
in agreement with Mr. Harding on 
"fundamentals" and added that he 
took a hopeful view of the conferences 
here to evolve a plan for world peace. 

Mr. Gerard, former American Am- 
bassador to Germany, and during the 
last campaign actively connected with 
the Democratic National Committee, 
joined with Mr. Bryan in expressing 
satisfaction at the scope of the as 
sociation of nations conferences. 

Mr. Reed reserved judgment on the 
outline of an association laid before 
him by Mr. Harding, but declared he 
was delighted that one so Irreconcil- 
ably opposed to the Versailles cove- 
nant and to foreign entanglements 
generall should have been Invited to 
Mr. Harding's council table.

DEBAUCHING THE CHILD MIND. 

"From various sources protests are being made concerning the 
character of a publication known as 'Current Events' and used for 
educational purples in many public schools," declares the Repub- 
lican Pub' : "i*" Association. "An inspection of almost any issue will 
show many idieations that the publication is not entirely fair in 
presenting tacts, but is coloring its utterances in support of the 
League of Nations scheme and is friendly to the Wilson administra- 
tion. 

"In the issue for November 19, for instance, the first column on 
the first page is devoted to quotations ffroni a Paris newspaper pre- 
senting argum .its in favor of the United States entering the League. 
On the secor . page there is a defense of that portiou of the Peace 
Treaty which gives Shantung to Japan. On page three there are sev- 
eral paragraphs presenting the League question in the most favorable 
light from the standpoint of those who favor the United States be- 
coming a member. Among other things this issue of Current Events 
says : 

" 'Many Democratic Senators believe the President will not re- 
submit the Treaty or do anything whatever to relieve the Republican 
Senators and Mr. Harding of their complete responsibility for its 
fate.' 

"This is practically an assumption that the Republican Senators 
and Mr. Harding are solely responsible for the defeat of the Peace 
Treaty. The fact is that Republicans notified President Wilson in 
advance that they were opposed to the inclusion of the League scheme 
in the Peace Treaty, and President Wilson assumed responsibility 
for the fate of the Treaty when he defied the advice the Senators had 
given him. Moreover, after the Treaty had been submitted and thor- 
oughly discussed, the Republicans in the Senate, including Mr. Har- 
ding, proposed certain reservations and then voted for the Treaty 
with the limitations proposed. The Treaty with reservations was 
defeated under instructions from President Wilson, who must bear 
responsibility for that action. It is apparent, therefore, that 'com- 
plete responsibility' for the fate of the Treaty does not rest upon the 
Republican F nato's and Mr. Harding. 

"Other instances might be cited of an effort in 'Current Events' 
to create sentiment in favor of the League Covenant and also to de- 
fend the Wilson Administration. There is also a gratuitous slap at 
Members of Congress based apparently upon political gossip. 

"If the inblishers of 'Current Events' desire to conduct propa- 
ganda in behalf of the League og Nations and in defense of the Wil. 
son Administration, that is their privilege. It is the duty, however, 
of the public school officials throughout the United States to see that 
any material introduced into the public schools for educational pur- 
poses is fair and impartial in its presentation of facts and arguments 
It will be well for school officials everywhere to secure and examine 

copies of 'Current Events'."

ECONOMY IS DEMANDED IN ALL PUBLIC SERVICE. 

There is indication that Congress has a real purpose of economy 
enforcement in the matter of next year's appropriations- As yet it if 
an indication only, but let us hope it has concrete materialization 
Modestly the War Department presents an estimate for next year's 
expenses of $700,000,000. Promptly the committee announces that 
this will be cut in half. That is promising. Of course Secretary 
Baker an^ General March had no expectation of getting an appropri- 
ation of $700,000,000. It is an established practice of all departments 
of public service to make their estimates large enough to have what 
they really ned left after all cuts. That is. they allow for cuts in the 
sum of their estimates. 

This .i vicious custom and shouldn't, be countenanced by any 
government But the trouble is there are a lot of customs and prac- 
tices that, shouldn't be allowed, but are so uniformly indulged in that 
there h nobody left +o forbid them. This padding of public estimates 
is one of them. It is possible that the War Department did not allow 
fo ra 50 pe rcent. cut and no doubt contention will be for something 
m between. But if Confress is wise, and true to the promises set forth 
in party piriforms, this is not the only 50 per cent, cut that will be 
made. Drastic economy is the need of the hour i nail public service 
ap well as private practice. Talking about it will get us nowhere. 
Performance is essential, imperative. 

Congress does well to cut estimates, but that is simply superficial 
economy. Estimates are, as stated, made to be cut, and the cuts must 
be deep inded to reach the real reasonable reduction. But Congress 
must clean out departments of superfluous employees and co-ordinate 
departments in avoidannce of duplication. Then Congress must do a 
little constructive economizing in revisions that decrease cost and 
increase efficiency all along the line of governmental functioning. 
And it wouldn't be a ba d idea for Congress to begin now. 

Request from the Women's International League for Peace and 
Freedom that the League of Nations address itself to the regulation 
of inter-racial marriages cvertainly gives both the Council and the 
Assembly a task to test its efficiency, and, as the Secretariat very 
truly says, adds more to league difficulties than prestige, and yet it 
is a legitimate matter for concern in the conservation of peace among 
persons and peoples. 

Limiting the daily liquor of the larger cities is an application of 
scientific rules in the regulation of thirst indulgence that has pro- 
voked protest at law in Chicago, while New York continues her more 
conservative course of circumvention by the simple process of evasion
